Followin^th^nurder of dart in Luther King, Jr., 
oe April 4, I960, reinterviewed by Special 

Agents of the Federj^tfureau of Investigation regarding 
the possibility of her having any knowlodge of a plot 
to eurder King. Sb^saif^hm recalled that in 1964 
when*she first raet^|^HH^the murder of three civil 
tlghfd workers in NeSRoba County. Mississippi, was getting 
e great deal of publicity and the Sheriff of Neshoba 
County was presumed to be, according to the news media, 
the Klan. She recalled mentioning to 
her business was is minor financial 
difficulty and that if she approached the Sheriff of 
Neshoba County, she could probably get S100.0 00 for 
killing King.

Btdvised these Agents that he had been living and 
wff!!^ In Tampa, Florida, and furnished the following 
information as being the reason for his having left the 
Atlanta, Georgia, area;

VBH^Bstatcd further that the more he 
thought a bo u^tnl^ incident, the more alarmed he became 
and he ebortly left Atlanta and obtained other employment. 

;, Be said tha only other incidents which aroused 
bis suspicions wore telephone calls made to him at his 
plsce of esployment durlnewhich the caller declinod to 
reveal his identity. H|mBstatcd he considered relating 
these facts to I>is parol^orricer at Atlanta but decided 
against it slnco he did not trust. his parole officer and 
sines M was afraid his parole might be revoked. Us
